THE STAVE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Quite recently, Dr. V. H. Taliaferro, 
secretary of the state board of health, 
addressed a communication to Colonel 
R. N. Ely, the attorney general of the 
state, inquiring as tothe present status 
of the board and what should be the 
future course of the bureau in view 
of the supposed unfriendly action of 
the general assembly in withholding 
the necessary appropriations. In reply, 
the attorney general states that 
the act creating the state board of 
health is still in force. It becamealaw 
on the 25th of February, 1875, and the 
sixteenth section thereof appropriated 
the sum of fifteen hundred dollars to 
carny out the purposes contemplated 
by said act. Out of this amount were 
to he paid first the salary, not exceed-: 
ing one thousaad dollars, of the secre- 
tary, who was made the executive 
officer of the board; and secondly, the 
expense of procuring and printing 
necessary blanks and forms of reports 
required to be made, and the actual 
pergonal expenses of the members of 
the sanitary commission while en- 
gaged in the duties of the board, The 
original act establishing the bozrd was 
amended in several important partica- 
lars by the general assembly, at their 
next session in 1876, but the appropri- 
ation of ufreen hundred dollara was con- 
tinued, in addition to the further sum 
of three hundred dollars for the publi- 
cation of the report and transactions 
of said board, 

At its last session the legislature ap- 
propriated the sum of five hundred 
dollars to defray the expense of pub- 
lishing the report of the board, but 
beyond, this there is no mention made 
of the usual appropriation. The act 
was not directly repealed, but the fact 
that no appropriation was made is 


equivalent to an appeal, for the reason 


thatitis absurd to suppose that the pur- 
poses of the board can be carried out 
without the small pittance allowed it 
by the Potiphar Peagreens ot preced- 
ing legislatures, The fact that the appro- 
priation was omitte the acts of the 
present legislature shows that the Hon 
Potty, having combed the cuckle-burrs 
from his hair and rendered himself 
otherwise less obnoxious, is growing in 
pepularity and affluence. He was 
qtiite a prommment element in the last 
house, and but for the conservatism 
and wisdom of the senate 
the state woula have been set upon its 
end and deluged with the most ridicu 
lous laws, local, private and personal. 
“The attorney general seems to take a 
lively interest in thé results which the | 
board seeks to accomplish, and in his 
reply to the secretary argues strenu- 
ously in favor of the continuation of 
the. bureau. He calls attel tion to 


her own superior merits, but .al-o on 


account of the superhuman endow- 


ments which those very merits, 
tarough God’s appreciation, entailed 
upon her. 

The chureh believes in the “‘inter- 
cession of the saints.” A Christian, it 
says, cannot help believing that he 
may with profit pray tor the interces- 
sion to God of those holy men and 
women who have attained sainthood.

The Greek church believes in seven 
sacraments: baptism, absolution (or 
confession), eucharist, confirmation, 
matrimony, holy orders, and extreme 
unction. Baptism cleanses the soul 
from original sin in which all mén are 
born, because of Adam’s fall, and im- 
mediately places its recipient in the 
true chu:ch of Christ. So efficacious 
is this sacrament that after having re- 
ceived baptism the child, too young yet 
to know the difference between good 
and evil, may partake of the eucharist, 
although he cannot appreciate it. 
Absolution is the forgiveness of sins 
that the priest, representing God, be- 
stows through the confessional. The 
eucharist is the sacrament that gives its 
recipient the real flesh and blood of 
God at the communion table. Confir- 
mation is the sacrament that anoints 
the baptized member of the church as 
he attains the age of discretion; in 
other words, confirms him as an intel- 
ligent member of the church. Holy 
orders is the sacrament that confirms 
the priesthood, and annoints the recip. 
ient as “a priest for ever according to the 
order of Melchisedec.” Extreme unc- 
tion is the last sacrament, wherein the 
limbs and organs of the senses of the 
dying are annointed with holy oils as a 
symbolical prayer that if God considers 
it unmeei to restore their use, he will 
at least cure the dying soul of its re- 
mainirg inSrasities.

“OLD SI,” OF THE ATLANTA OCNSTI-

Ge studied lawin Nashville, Tennesse-, 
and was admitted tothe bar by the supreme 


_court of that state in 1872, but did not enter the 


practice actively. Having been an early con- 
tributor tothe press, he chose journalism as a 
profession and became a reporter on the Nash- 


‘ville Republican Banner; shortly after removed 


to Greenville, Tennessee, where he edited a 
weekly paper and acted as secretary to ex-Pres- 
ident Johnson fer twenty-two months. 
Thenee he removed to Texas, and in 
1874. was connected prominently with 
the press of Houston; returned: to Geor- 
gia in May, 1876, and formed a connection with 
Tae ConstrruTion, in whose columns his hu- 
morous writings first came into general notice, 
and with paper be will doubtless remain per. 
manently. His ‘Old Bi’ specialities, ilustra- 
tion of wit and wisdom of the old-time negroes 
of the south, grew up from incidental para- 
staphing, but have become known now all over 
land. Their merit is due to the fact that Mr. 
Small was born and raised among slaves, and 
has made their characters, habits of person and 
thought, and modes of expression a distinct and 
profitable study. Mr. Small is an expert steno: 
grapher and officis! reporter of the Atlanta ctr- 
cuit court.. His ‘Old Si” is a living and tangible 
character in the minds of all whd have drank 
from the fountain of his shrewdness. “Old st” 
is as veritable a personage as Uncie Tom or 
Cap’t Cuttle, and bis c»lloquial wisdom is a yal- 
uable addition to the delicate humor of this de-

In 
connection with these valuable green 
crops, | beg to suggest to my brother 
planters one crop from which can be 
obtained the greatest yield of green 
forage or good hay for winter food. ’ is 
upon the principle of the German and 
English mixed crops of winter vetch 
and oats. Prepare a rich piece 
of land by thorough breaking 
in spring early, and about 
the first or middie of May break again, 
broadcast two bushels — acre of some 

ood running pea (clay-bank or ott:ers), 
Grondicant over this six pounds per acre 
of Egyptian or cat-tail millet, harrow 
in well, and smooth or roll for the 
scythe. They both start together under 
the warm sun. The millet is dwarfed 
but of the right size to cut, and it sup- 
ports the pea which clambers over it. 
This produces the richest mass of veg- 
etable matter I’ve ever seen, and can 
be cut till the vines are too wood y and 
hard, extending ever to the m'‘ddle of 
October. ‘The other varieties of millet 
mature too early. and are too feeble to 
support the vines. Have never esti- 
mated the number of tons per acre this 
mixed crop will produce on rich soil 
thus treated, but believe it will eclipse 
anything yet fairly tried.—W. B. Jones, 
in Southern Cultivator.
